La prdscnte invention a pour objet un 
egoultoir a vaisselle d'une disposition nou- 
velle et tres pratique.

La gout- 
ao tiere c aboutit a un degorgeoir/ Dans les 
liteaux 4, on a pratique\ a, des distances 
appropri&s les uns des autres, des trous qui 
recoivent des baguettes verticales </, plus ou 
nioins longues et destinies a supporter les 
a 5 pieces de vaisselle. 

Apres avoir lave* la vaisselle, on place les 
pieces sur l'e*gouttoir ; on appuie les petites 
assiettes sur champ, con Ire les baguettes d les 
pluscourtes; les grandes assiettes et les plats 
3t> sont places de la meme facon, contre les ba- 
guettes plus longues. Quant aux tasses, ter-

Drain board for Dishes

The purpose of the invention is a drain board for dishes which has a novel arrangement 
and is very practical. The utensil is shown on the enclosed drawings; fig. 1 is a 
longitudinal, vertical section; fig. 2 is a cross section, and fig. 3 is a plan view. 

a is a tray made of any appropriate material that is fitted with a number of rails b which 
protrude from its surface and which, starting at one of the ends of the tray, stop at the edge 
of a groove in the form of a gutter c formed very close to the other end of the tray. The 
bottom of this gutter is tilted toward one of the edges of the tray which is itself tilted 
toward the gutter and it is supported for this purpose on feet of unequal height. The tray has 
a border e on all sides. The gutter c terminates in a discharging spout / The rails b have 
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been provided with holes located at appropriate distances from each other, into which 
slender vertical rods d are inserted, which have different lengths and are designed to 
support plates and dishes. 

After the dishes have been washed, they are placed upon the drain board. The small 
plates are leaned on edge against the shortest rods d; large plates and platters are similarly 
leaned against the longer rods. Cups, bowls, glasses and other deep dishes are placed 
upside down over the tips of the rods. Because the tray surface and the bottom of the gutter 
are tilted, the water which drips from the dishes flows between the rails b and gutters away 
through the discharging spout /into a suitable receptacle placed underneath. 

This novel drain board can optionally be placed on the table next to the sink stone or on 
the cover of the special basin for washing dishes which is becoming ever more widely 
used. 

The rails b can be attached to the tray by means of screws; they can also be attached by 
the tongue-and-groove method, by dovetail joint or any other suitable method. The separate 
rails can be replaced by projecting ribs which are of one piece with the tray, or they can 
even be replaced by grooves hollowed out in the body of the tray. Whatever the chosen 
arrangement may be, it is essential that the water which drips from the dishes be channeled 
surely and directly into the gutter c. 

SUMMARY 

The object of the invention is to create a drain board for dishes comprised of a tray with 
raised edges, and whose surface has a number of lengthwise grooves formed by ribs which 
protrude from the tray and by grooves sunk into the surface, all of which lead to a gutter 
that is arranged crosswise and ends in a discharging spout. A variable quantity of vertical 
rods of different lengths are arranged between the grooves in such a way that plates and 
dishes can be leaned against the rods, while deeper dishes, cups and glasses, etc. are 
inverted upside down on the tips of these rods.
